To  the  Citizens  of  the  2 own  of  Gilford : 

The  report  of  the  trustees  of  the  Gilford  Public  Library  for 
the  year  ending  Feb.  15th,  1898,  is  herewith  submitted. 

The  library  at  the  present  time  contains  600  volumes  ;  added 
since  last  report  110  volumes.  The  additions  have  been  from 
the  following  sources :  Purchased  with  money  appropriated 
by  the  town,  99  volumes ;  donated,  6  volumes;  state  publica- 
tions, 5  volumes  ;  39  volumes  of  old  books  have  been  rebound. 

The  total  number  of  books  loaned  the  past  year  has  been 
2,369,  classed  as  follows:  Fiction,  2,178;  history,  84;  general 
literature,  24  ;  travels,  13  ;  art,  12  ;  biography,  22  ;  poetry,  13; 
natural  history,  1;  farm  and  home,  7;  juvenile  fiction,  2; 
science,  4.  Increase  in  books  loaned  over  last  year  366. 
Increase  of  borrowers  over  last  year  50.  Largest  number  of 
books  loaned  in  any  one  day  4c.

School  Report. 


The  school  board  respectfully  submits  the  following  report  : 

We  have  no  sermon  to  preach  to  the  people  in  regard  to  our 
schools  at  this  time. 

We  have  no  apology  to  offer  for  ourselves.  We  have  tried 
to  do  our  duty  and  wish  to  thank  those  who  have  kindly 
assisted  us  the  past  year. 

We  have  endeavored  to  secure  the  services  of  competent 
teachers,  have  instructed  them  to  be  thorough  and  practical  in 
the  school  room  and  our  plan  has  been  to  retain  their  services 
as  long  as  possible  if  good  work  is  accomplished. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  maintained  twenty-one  weeks 
of  school,  also  a  winter  term  of  ten  weeks  high  school  and  we 
can  say  in  justice  to  our  teachers  and  all  connected  with  our 
schools  that  they  have  had  a  successful  year. 

The  city  of  Laconia  has  presented  to  the  town  of  Gilford, 
the  school  house  near  Governor's  island,  and  we  recommend 
that  the  district,  at  its  annual  meeting,  raise  money  to  purchase 
a  lot  and  move  the  building  on  to  the  same. 

The  school  houses  at  No.  3  and  No.  9  have  been  reshingled 
during  the  year  and  the  houses  at  No.  1,  No.  2  and  No.  12,. 
have  been  painted  one  coat.  The  paint  on  all  our  school 
houses  is  in  bad  condition  and  we  recommend  that  enough 
money  be  raised  to  finish  the  work  already  begun.
